64 sidewalk permits have been 
issued and I have tried to enforce 
the ordinance that private side- 
walk builders stamp their name 
on the work, but have met with 
much opposition; many of them 
think it a needless ruling, but 
by this means when the walk 
needs repairing. it can easily be 
distinguished from city-built walk. 

The 9% car loads of calcium 
chloride used, 3 motor sprinklers, 
1 flusher, 2 motor sweepers, and 
a few hand sweepers have kept 
the streets as free from dust and 
dirt as possible; we cannot con- 
trol the weather, nor those mer- 
chants and others’ who have their 
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places of business swept out soon 
after the street has been cleaned; 
12 additional cans for rubbish 
have been placed on the streets. 
Weed cutting cost $2,158.78 and 
distributed over 2,024 pieces of 
property; this work was handled 
by a foreman at $35.00 per week 
and an average of 10 helpers at 
40 cents per hour. Few .§ realize 
the work connected. with this, as 
every weed cut must be reported 
against the correct description, 
and where a lot has been. sub- 
divided several times, it is dif- 
ficult to give the exact loca- 
tion, but this tax is seldom paid 
without a protest. 

The 31 .snow plows have been 
repaired and drivers hired for 
cleaning the sidewalks, und _ the 
snow-loader attachment recently 
purchased will take care of the 
heavy snow in the. streets. After 
the snow is taken ‘from the 
streets, another puzzle which is 
not thought of ‘by the average 
citizen is, where to dump it. The 
Shortest haul to the river is the 
cheapest, but it makes. no differ- 
ence what location is used, the 
residents in the vicinity immedi- 
utely complain because of hearing 
the trucks in the night. 

All necessary work has been 
done on the bulletin boards, vot- 
ing places, drinking fountains, 
dumps; machinery and implements 
are now being repaired; 24 stop 
signs have been, placed, and the 
Street signs are being inspected 
and will be replaced where need- 
ed, as ordered by your resolution 
of September 26. Considerable hus 
been done to improve the jail and 
City Hall rest rooms; repairs ta 
the wiring cost $600.00, installing 
new fixtures $75.00, rewiring and 
repairing the clock $80.00; these 
three items were all done by con- 
tract. The Grand River Ave. Rest 
House has been improved; the 
front alter:d at a cost of ap- 
proximately $165.00, a new elec- 
tric sign cost $124.32 (including 
erection), radiation changed and 
boiler couted with asbestos at a 
cost of $80.00. - Supervision 6f the 
new South Lansing Rest House 
and buying supplies for same, has 
been added to my duties. 

The city’s’ share of the pennies 
collected from the weighing scales 
Was $233.29 and us this is but 
one-third of the receipts, you can 
judge ot how much they are 
used. Karly in the year 2 new 
maintainers were bought, Which 
With out 2 smalier ones have been 
In almost constant use; °* $6,190.00 
has been reported to the Comp- 
troller, charged to different jobs 
and credited to the maintainer 
fund. Six trucks huve been work- 
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ing. and each month a: report has 
been: made:of what; they are being 
used for; during tha annual 
Clean-up; Week outside trucks 
were also~ hired;. the- cost ofi this 
worki was $2,567.27. Bach: year 
it. ig: more;. owinz ta the larger 
amounts. of} rubbish caliected,:, but 
we have: fewer complaints and. ! 
take: thia opportunity: of thunking 
the public for. their co-eperation; 
in. having. their trash: ready for 
the trucks. , i 


One source of trouble which |! 
cannot control is the habit .of sew- 
er contractors’ who. dig. up a 
street which ‘is in’ gnod’ condi+ 
tion, leave it ‘impassable, and 
then the Dept. of Public Works is 
blamed. Among. . miscellhneous 
work has been.labor at the Ball 
Park, ‘Aviation Fiéld, Detention 
Hospital, widening of Mt. Hope~ 
av’at M. C. R. R. crossing, erect- 
ing fences on Ottawa-st. and Elm- 
st, cleaning of the Walker-st 
dump, preparing. parking grounds 
at Ka'amazoo and River-sts, su- 
pervision of laying of linoleum in 
the Council Room, cleaning and 
keeping in good condition the 
North Lansing Mill Race which 
has received: more attention than 
formerly and has_ cost $360.85 
charged ‘ta: the contingent fund 
$19,550 28 has been collected and 
deposited,. and of this amount 
$10,964.12. was credited to the 
Seivice Dept. which. though =  con- 
sidered a’ separate department, all 
clerical work. pertaining to it is 
dane in ‘the offiee. of the Supt. 
of Public Works, The weekly pay 
rolls. have totaled. $15.903.65, and

Health

tion of a eceity are of paramount 


importance. Contagion in Lansing 
is at a minimum at all times. 
Great things are being accom- 


‘plished at the city clinic, and 
the emergency hospital on Wast 
Michigan Avenue is rendering 
splerdid serviee, and doctors of 
the city are to be commended for 
the manner in which they assist 
in caring for the needs of the 
indigent poor who find it neces- 
sury to go to the clinic or hos- 
pitals. 


Streets 


The councl! will have available 
for paving in 1928 the sum of 
$250,000. Among the streets fo: 
which resolutions have been passed 
placing them on next years pro- 
gram are Grand Avenue, from 
Michigan Avenue to Shiawassee, 
North Street from Seymour to 
Turner Street, Allegan Street from 
Capitol Avenue to Grand Avenue, 
Logan Street from Saginaw Street 
to Willow Street, Snepard Street 
from Michigan Avenue to Pere 
Marquette Kailroud, Baker Street 
from Cedar Street to Pennsylvania 
Av‘nue, Ottawa Street from Logan 
to Jenison Street, Kalumazoo 
Street from Hurvun sireet to W. 
line of Heatherwvod No. 3, Isaac 
Street from Middle Street to Logan 
Street, Washington Avenue from 
Elm Street to Grand Trunk Rail- 
road, and Depot Street. 

Paving operativns should be 
started as early in the spring as 
possible. Outside of the above 
named streets there are petitions 
on file and approved by the coun- 
cil calling for an expenditure of 
approximately $400,000 for paving. 
Another paving bond issue should 
be submitted to the people at the 
August Primary Election for a 
bond issue of $350,000 to take care 
of a conservative paving program 
for 1929, and 1930. The city’s 
proportion of paving costs for 
1928 program, should be plueed in 
the budget the same as It wus in 
1927. In this way all the money 
secured from the salé of bonds 
can be used to pay for the abut- 
ting property owners. proportion. 
On account of the addition of 
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labor saving equipment and close 
buying of material, the Engineer- 
ing Department has been able to 
reduce paving costs. 


Bridges 


Saginaw Street Bridge is about 
completed and will soon be open 
for traffic. The contractors have 
given the city splendid co-opera- 
tion and have done ae splendid 
piece of work. Washington Ave- 
nue Bridge has been repaired und 
put in good condition. The Penn- 
sylvania Avenue viaduct will be 
completed early in the spring. 
This is a major improvement and 


will be greatly appreciated by 
Lansing citizens, 
Michigan Avenue bridge has 


been repaired to some extent and 
is now in a condition where it 
ought not to be necessary to 
spend any more money on it for 
several years. This is also true 
of the Grand River Avenue bridge. 

The bridge at logan Street is 
in bad condition and an overhead 
at this point is urgently recom- 
mended. When all railroad tracks, 
for which permits have been 
granted, are built there will be 
nine tracks across Logan Street 
just north of the bridge. | urge 
that progress be made as rapidly 
as possible towards the construc- 
tion of a grade separation at this 
point. A bond issue should be 
Placed befure the electurs on the 
first Monday in April, 1928. This 
will be a major improvement and 
will add greatly to the safety of 
the traveling public, 

Grade separations are a public 
necessity. and should be encour- 
aged by the council. 


Budget 


Last year we were able to re- 
duce the city tax rate over the 
previous year by 56c per thous- 
and, due largely to the capable 
handling of the matter by the 
Ways and Means Committee. The 
tax problem is one of the problems 
that is nearest the people’s hearts 
and I! recommend that a still 
further reduction ot the tux rute 
may be made possible through 
close cooperation and employment 
of economical methods by all de- 
partments. 


Garbage 


At the beginning ot the year we 
were confronted with the aban- 
donment of our city piggery made 
necessary by the decision of the 
Supreme Court ordering us to va- 
cute May 1, 1927, which was done, 
A contract was subsequently en- 
tered into between the city and 
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Rice and Plant of Portland, toa 
take over our supply of garbage. 
This arrangement has worked out 
satisfactorily and I _ trust that 
this’ agreement may continue in 
force. 

I do ‘not Know of a city any- 
where that: gives better garbage 
collection’ and: disposal service to 
its citizens than Lansing. The 
washing and ‘cleansing of garbage 
ecans is a contributing tactor to 
good health conditions and_ the 
expense for this service is mod- 
erate. 


Parks 


Ou. park system is very pupular 
with the citizens of Lansing and 
people throughout the state. Dur- 
ing the past summer 621 tamily 
reunicns and gatherings ot. differ- 
ent kinds were held in our parks, 
attended by 53,819 peopie, most of 
which were held at Potter Park. 
A Municipal Ball Park was. pro- 
vided and greatly enjoyed by lov- 
ers of this game. The Park De- 
partment built a nine hole golf 
course on the property recently 
acquired lying south of Michigan 
Avenue between Lansing and Wasi 
Lansing, which has beautified this 
part of our suburbs making it a 
beauty spot instead of an unsight- 
ily section. F..would recommend 
that a. neat; artistie and inex- 
pensive . building’ be constructed at. 
the Grosbeck Municipal Golf Course 
to house a rest room, concession 
stand and toitering rvom for the 


convenience of the players A, 


building for similar purposes 
should also be ereeted at the nine 
hole evolf course.

The executive ofttice has enjoyed 
splendid cooperation from the 
courts and taw enforcing officers 
of the city and county and I 
trust that this cooperation will 
continue dturing the coming yeal. 

In order for the police depart- 
ment to properly take care of the 
traffic problem, which is becom- 
ing a serious one, [I would rec- 
ommend that two additional of- 
ficers be provided the police torce 
and a traffic division established. 
If this is done two officers could 
give their entire time to traffic 
problems and traffic law enforce- 
ment and would enable them to 
make recommendations of an ex- 
pert nature for the promotion i 
better traffic regulations. fee

Mayor and City Council: 


I refer to the question that has 
been raised as to the right of 
the city to control so called en- 
croachments by adjacent land own- 
ers along Grand River. 

Under the Michigan decisions, 
any inland stream, whether mean- 
dered or not, that will float a log 
is a navigable stream and is sub- 
ject to the laws applying to the 
riparian rights of the adjacent 
land owners. Under this ruling 
Grand River is a navigable stream. 

The law in Michigan is well set- 
tled, that a riparian owner along 
a navigable stream owns the fee 
to the thread of the stream sub- 
ject only to the easement of the 
public to skate, fish, boat, hunt. 
etc. in the stream. This right in 
the public for such uses gives nu 
right to trespass on the land 
along the bank of the stream nor 
can the public cross privete prop- 
erty to get to the stream 

The meander line along navi- 
gable rivers and lakes is pre- 
sumed to have been placed along 
the line indicated by the mean or 
average water level, bur this rule 
was not always followed by sur- 
veyors as in the original surveys, 
the surveyors sumetimes tovk the 
course of least resistance, but this 
fact does not change the rule as 
to the ownership to the thread of 
the stream. 

As _ to the application of these 
principles to the situation alung 
Grand River, the riparian owner 
has the fee to the thread of the 
stream and can use it as he sees 
fit so long as such owner does not 
unreasonably interfere with the 
public easements above set forth 
_To this should be added the 
right of the city to insist that 
nothing shall be done, to inter- 
fere wjth the reasonable drainage 
of the afty or that the stream is 
so used as to injure the public 
health. © 

Under these decisions the city 
would have no right to establish 
dock lines or building lines along 
the river without having vubtained 
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the right so to do either by pur- 
chase or condemnation and if pro- 
ceedings for condemnation were 
begun, a public necessity would 
have to be established.

SMOKE ORDINANCE 
Ald. L. J. Smith introduced the 
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following ordinance, which was 
read a first and second time by 
its title, and referred to Commit- 
tee on Ordinances. 

An Ordinance providing for 
Smoke Inspection and Abatement 
in the City of Lansing: 

The City of Lansing ordains: 

Section 1. The City Council of 
the City of Lansing does hereby 
deem and declare that the emis- 
sion of dense smoke within the 
t.ity of Lansing, except as pro- 


vided in the Ordinance, to be a 
nuisance. 
Section Il. The Building Inspec- 


tor shall be responsible for the 
smoke inspection and abatement 
and shall at all times reserve and 
keep on file all information per- 
taining to same. 

Section l1IT. It shall be unlaw- 
tul for the owner, lessee, or oper- 
ator of any existing plant or of 
any plant about to be constructed 
for the production of power or 
heat to proceed with the con- 
struction, reconstruction or altera: 
tion of such plant until] plans ana 
specifications for such work shall 
have been submitted to the Build- 
ing Inspector, approved by him 
on permit for such work is- 
sued, 


These plans and_e specifications 
shall show the nature and extent 
of the work to be done, includ- 
ing the provision that is to be 
made for the prevention of smoke. 
If in the opinion of the Building 
Inspector the provision made for 
the prevention of smoke is not 
sufficient to enable the owner or 
lessee to operate the plant under 
the conditions that will be im- 
posed upon it without violation 
of the provisions of this Ordi- 
nance, the approval of such plant 
shall be withheld. Upon the ap- 
proval of such plans, a duplicate 
copy- shall be left with the Build- 
ing Inspector and it shall be the 
duty of said Building Inspector to 
see that the work is done in ac- 
cordance with the plans and spec- 
ifications. 


The foregoing provisions of this 
section shall not apply to alter- 
ations or repairs in any plant 
which alterations or repairs do not 
increase the capacity of said 
plants or which do not involve 
any substantial alteration in struc- 
ture and which do not involve 
any alterations in the method of 
efficiency of smoke _ prevention, 
Any person, firm or corporation 
who shall violate this section shall 
be liable to a fine of Twenty-five 
($25.00) Dollars for each day upon 
which he shall prosecute such al- 
teration change or installation 
without « permit, and each day’s 
violation shall constitute a sepa- 


rate offense. 
Section IV. A fee of five ($5.00)

For the purpose of grading the 
density of smoke the Rangelman 
Smoke Chart as. published and 
used by the Federal Bureau of 
Mines shall be the standard of 
comparison. Smoke shall be con- 
sidered “dense” when it is of 
greater density than No. Three of 
the chart. The provisions of this 
Ordinance shall not apply to de- 
tached private residences nor to

This 
section shall not apply to cases of 
special or temporary construction 
where the use of the ‘foregoing 
machines or contrivances are es- 
sential to the execution of the 
work, provided a temporary permit 
not exceeding ninety days has 
been issued by the Building In- 
spector. 

Any nuisance such as the above 
may be similarly abated by the 
Ruilding Inspector or his Assist- 
ant, and such abatement may be 
in addition to the fine and penalty 
hereinatfer provided. 

Any person or persons, firm or 
corporation owning, operating or 
in charge or control of any lo- 
comotive,;, steam roller, steam der- 
rick, steam pile driver, tar ket- 
tle. or other similar machine or 
premises who shall cause _ con- 
trivance or of any building 
permit the emission of dense 
smoke within the City in contra- 
diction to the provisions of this 
section from the smoke stack’ of 
any such locomotive. steam roller, 
steam pile driver, steam derrick, 
tar kettle or other similar ma- 
chine or econtrivance or from the 
smoke stack or chimney of any 
building or premises’ so owned, 
controlled. or in charge of him.

Section VI. Prosecutions for al? 
violations of this Ordinance shall 
be instituted by the Building In- 
spector, 

The issuance and delivery by the 
Building Inspector of any permit 
for the construction, reconstruc- 
tion, alteration or repair of any 
plant or chimney connected with 
a plant shall not be held to ex- 
empt any person or corporation to 
which such permit has been issued 
cr delivered or who is in  pos- 
session of any such permit from 
prosecution on account of the 
emission or issuance of dense 
smoke caused or _ permitted by 
such person or corporation, 

Section VII. The City shall pro- 
vide such instruments, books, pa- 
pers and equipment as shall be 
necessary for the proper prosecu- 
tion of the smoke abatement work. 
The Building Inspector shall have 
charge of such instruments, books, 
papers and equipment and_=e shall 
deliver the same to his successor 
in office. 

Section VIII. The Building In- 
spector shall cause to be kept in 
his office a complete reeord of all 
plans submitted and of all per- 
mits issued. He shall also cause 
to be kept a record of all stacks 
observed and of the smoke obser- 
vation of any staek that is found 
to exceed the allowable time limit 
for dense smoke. 

Section IX. The Building Inspec- 
tor shall make ae report of his 
work or the work done under his 
direction to the Mayor and City 
Council on or before the first day 
of each and every month, and at 
other times, as often as required 
by the City Couneil.

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We, the ‘Automatic "Registering 
Machine Company, hre., .of -James-, 
town, New York, agree to furnish 
your city, on a “rental-purchase” 
basis, such number of voting ma- 
chines as will properly equip your 
voting precincts, the net price of 
which -shall -be $1058.00 for -each 
machine, :f. 0. b,, cars, . Jamestown, 
New York, delivery to be*made on 
or before October ist, 1928, sub- 
ject to delays caused by strikes, 
fires or other causes over which 
we have no control and_ subject 
also to the order being placed with 
us on or before May 15th, 1928. 

We agree that each of said ma-

The Committee on Sewers and 
Drains, who have had under con- 
sideration the mapping out of a 
program for the building of a 
sewage disposal system ffor the 
City of Lansing and also the mat- 
ter of a suit pending against the 
City of Lansing instituted by the 
State of Michigan, wish to report 
as follows: 

We have had two conferences 
with the Attorney General, Direc- 
tor of Conservation and State 
Health Director and at the last 
conference, Wwe submitted the fol- 
lowing letter: 


Hon. Wilbur M. Brucker, 
Attorney General, 
Lansing, Michigan. 
Dear Mr. Brucker: 

We have gone over our plans 
and specifications relative to the 
building of a sewage disposal sys- 
tem for Lansing. quite thorough- 
ly and have arrived at a total 
estimated cost of the entire sys- 
tem of $1,867,273. 

As stated at our previous 
meeting the city has for a num- 
ber of yeurs been preparing for 
this improvement and have our 
general plans on file in the of- 
fice of the City Engineer. We 
have also the necessary site on 
which to place the plant and a 
portion of the interceptor con- 
structed. Hoad, Decker, Shoecraft, 
and Drury are our consulting en- 
Zineers. We also have available 
$150,000 in cash. 

The following annual construc- 
ae program has been mapped 
out, 


In 1928, we propuse to build the 
interceptor west of Moores Park 
and from Moores Park north to 
Isaac Street and Grand River and 
to secure easements and right-of- 
ways along the river for the en- 
tire program. 


In 1929 our plan is to build an 
interceptor from Spring Street and 
River Street to Pennsylvania Ave- 
nue and west on Hazel Street to 
Tsaac Street and Grand River. 


In 1930 and 1931, the program 
is to lay the interceptor along 
Grand River on River Street and 
Center Street from the corner of 
Spring Street and River Street to 
Wall Street and Grand River. This 
interceptor runs through the cen- 
ter of the city and is a major 
portion of the work. This will be 
a sixty inch interceptor. 


In 1932, the program is to ‘build 
the interceptor along. the river 
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from Wall St. to Lansing Ave. It 
is planned to build the interceptor 
out of funds to be placed in the 
budget annually up to this point. 

-In 19338, the actual construction 
of the disposal plant proper to- 
gether with the necessary pumping 
stations and the laying of a force 
main will be started and completed 
in 1934. 

It is proposed to issue bonds 
for the last year’s program which 
amounts to $542,273.00. 

We have given this matter a 
great deal of consideration and it 
is hoped that we may be able 
‘to carry out the above program 
accolding to the schedule outlined. 


We are ready to. proceed right 
away on plans and £ “specifications

HEARING ON PROPOSED AMEND- 
MENT TO THE ZONING 
ORDINANCE 
June 4, 1928, at 7:30 o’clock 
being the time set as the time for 
holding a hearing on the proposed 
amendment to the Zoning Ordi- 
mance which was passed by the 
City Council on June 13, 1927, 
said proposed amendment being as 

follows: 


1. Amend Section 4 “B” Resi- 
dential District by adding a new 
subdivision to be numbered “9” 
and read as follows: | 

Medical or office buildings 


provided the owner obtains the 
approval of sixty (60) per 
cent of the frontage on both 
sides of the street in the block 
in which such building is to be 
located and permission of the 
Board af Appeals. 


Y. Amend Section 10 “A” Height 
and Area as follows: 


“Set Back” 


There shall be a _ set back 
of not less than twenty (20) 
feet provided that where a ma- 
jority of the lots on one side 
of a street between two in- 
tersecting streets are occupied 
by buildings and such _ build- 
ings have established a_ uni- 
form set back of more or less 
than twenty (20) feet then all 
new buildings shall conform to 
such set back line, provided 
that this regulation shall not 
reduce the buildable width of 
a corner lot, facing an inter- 
secting street, to less than 
twenty-four (24) feet where 
such corner lot was held under 
distinct and separate owner- 
ship from adjacent lots and 
of record at the time of the 
passage of this ordinance. 


“Building Area and Number of 
Families Per Acre.” 


No building with its acces- 
sory buildings shall occupy in 
excess of fifty (50) per cent of 
any lot. No dwelling’ shall 
hereafter be erected or altsred 
to accomodate nor make pro- 
vision for more than twenty 
(20) families on any acre of 
land nor make provisions for 
more than a proportional] num- 
ber of families on any frac- 
tional part of an acre of land. 
The maximum number of fami- 
lies which may hereafter be 
housed on any lot shall not 
exceed the integral number ob- 
tained by multiplying acreage 
of such plot exclusive of the 
area within street lines by 
twenty (20). 


3. Amend Section 11 “B” Height 
and Area as follows: 
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“Set Back” 


There shall be a set back of 
not less than twenty (20) feet; 
provided that where a majority 
of the lots on one side of a 
street between two _ intersect- 
ing streets are occupied by 
buildings and _ such _ buildings 
have established a uniform set 
back of more or less’7 than 
twenty (20) feet, then all new 
buildings shall conform to such 
set back line, provided that 
this regulation shall not re- 
duce the buildable width of a 
corner lot, facing an intersect- 
ing street, to less than twenty- 
four (24) feet where sucn cor- 
ner lot Was held under distinct 
and separate ownership from 
adjacent lots and of record at 
the time of the passage of this 
ordinance. 


“Building Area and Number 
Per Acre.’’ 

No building with its acces- 
sory buildings shall occupy in 
excess of fifty (50) per cent 
of any lot. No dwelling shall 
hereafter be erected or altered 
to accomodate nor make _ pro- 
vision for more than thirty-six 
(36) families on any acre of 
land nor make provisions for 
more than a proportional num- 
ber of families on any frac- 
tional part of an acre of land. 
The maximum number of fami- 
lies which may hereafter be 
housed on any lot shall not 
exceed the integral number ob- 
tained by multiplying acreage 
of such plot exclusive of the 
area within street lines by 
thirty-six (36).

The members of 
this board shall serve without pay 
and their term of appointment 
shall be for a period of one year. 


Section 5. Working Cade: The 
Building Inspector shall formulate 
a Working Code to be known as 
—~‘Rules and Regulations for Abate- 


ment—of_Smoke,” which code shall 
govern the opersticn or installation. 


of apparatus to do with burning of 
fuel, in such manner that the 
abatement of dense smoke as here- 
in acfined may be accamplished. 
Such Working Code shall not con- 
flict with the provision of this 
ordinance and shall be published as 
a guide.to the people of the City 
of Lansing. 


Section 6. Penalty for V'-lation: 
Any yerson, firm or corpo: ~tion 
violating the provisions of this o- 
dinance shall, upon conviction there- 
of, ‘be punished by a fine of not 
more than $50.0° or imprisonment 
for a period of not exceeding 30 
days, or both such fine and im- 
prisonment in the discretion ot the 
Court.

ORDINANCES 

A. J. Smith introduced the fol- 
lowing ordinance which was_ read 
a first and second time and_ re- 
ferred to the Committee on Ord- 
jnances: 

AN ORDINANCE relative to the 
owning and keeping of dogs and 
regulating the running at large of 
such dogs, providing for the kil.ing 
of dogs and penalties for violation 
hereof, 

THE CITY OF LANSING OR- 
DAINS: 

Section 1. It shall be unlaw- 
ful for any person, firm or corpora- 
‘jon to keep, possess, harbor or 
have the care or charge of any 
dog, male or female of the age 
of three months or over within 
the City of Lansing unless such 
dog shall wear a collar to which is 
attached the lticense tag provided 
for by the laws of the State of 
Michigan. Providing: that this 
ordinance shall not appiy to any 
person transporting a dog through 
the City of Lansing, such dog be- 
ing tax-*d at the residence of the 
owner, 

Section 2. It shall be the duty 
of the Board of Police and Fire 
(‘commissioners of the City of Lan- 
sing to designate some member of 
the Police Department as a dog 
warden, such warden to hold his 
office at the pleasure of such com- 
mission. 

See.ion 3. It shall be unlawful 
for any person, firm or corporation 
owning, pessessing or having 
charge of any dog known to he 
of an ugly disposition or danger- 
ous to persons or property to per- 
mit or allow said dog whether li- 
eensed o1 unlicensed to be at large 
at any time in the said City of 
Lansing.

It shall he unlewful 
for the owner, possessor, keeper, 
or harborer of any female dog, li- 
censed or urlicensed, knowWingiy to 
permit her to run at large while 
in heat and it shall be the duty of 
the police of said city to seize, 
take up an@ deliver to the dog 
warden any such dog found so 
running at large 

Section 7. [t shall be lawful! for 
any person and shall be the duty 
of each and every police officer ot 
the City of lansing to seize and 
deliver to the dog warden any dog 
“unting at large in said city in 
violation of this ordinance, 

Section 8. It shall be the duty 
of the dog warden named as here- 
In provided, as soon as any dog 
may be delivered to him under the 
Provisions of this ordinance to 
serve notice in writing upon the 
owner or Owners of such dog if 
such owner be known. Any such 
dog so iimpcunded may he redeemed 
or taken from such pound by the 
Owner or anv other person any 
time within the period of four 
days from the date of such notice 
or the ieceipt of such dog by the 
warden upon the payment of one 
dollar ($100) inpounding feet and 
the ftirther sum of twenty-five 
($.25) cents for each day or part 
of day such dog is in the custody 
®%f such warden. If not so claimed 
such dog shall ne disposed of as 
directed by such warden. 

Section 9. On sworn complaint 
to any Justice of the Peace of the

The word “barber” 
shall irelude one who shaves or 
trims the beard or cuts or sham- 
poos er dresses the hair or mas- 
sages the face of any person for 
pay. A barber shop is any place 
where the work or business of a 
barber is done for pay; provided 
that “beauty parlors’, as same are 
defined uncer the laws of the 
State of Michigan, are excepted 
from the provisions of this ordi- 
nance. 

The City Health Of- 
fiecer ix herebv authorized and em- 
powered to inspect all barber shops 
within the City of Lansing, and 
to enforce the rules and regula- 
tions hereinafter provided.

or in twenty per cent formatlde- 
hyde solution. or sterilizer or dis- 
infecting fluid approved by the 
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City Health Officer. All towels 
shal] be laundered before re-use. 
All powdered alum or other pow- 
ders shall be applied with clean 
towels, and the use of powder 
puffs and sponges in any form is 
prohibited . E.ivery barber shop 
shall be provided with running hot 
and cold water conveniently locat- 
ed, and shall be connected with 
the sewer. 

Section 5. No barber shop shall 
be used for a dormitory, and no 
person afflicted with any commu- 
nicable disease shall work or be 
employed in any such’. shop, or 
be served therein. “The Health 
Officer of the City of Lansing 
shall have the power to require a 
ba: ber to submit himself to a 
practicing physician of the City of 
Lansing for physical examination 
whenever such berber is suspected 
by him of having any communi- 
cable disease, such examination to 
be made at the expense of such 
barber. 

Section 6. No barber shop shall 
be open for business earlier than 
eight o’clock a. m. nor shall any 
such barber shop close later than 
seven o’clock p. m. throughout the 
year, excepting on Saturdays, 9 
o'clock p. m. and days preceding 
legal holidays: January 1st, May 
30th, July 4th, Labor Day, Novem- 
ber ilth, Armistice Day, Thanks- 
giving and Christmas Days, when 
cory shall close not later than 8:00 

M. <All shops”7 shall remain 
eaned on Sundays and the holidays 
above named. 

Section 7 Any person, firm or 
corporation violating the provisions 
of this ordinance shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and on convic- 
tion shall be fined not to exceed 
twenty-five dollars for the first 
offense «and not to exceed one hun- 
dred dollars for each subsequent 
offense, and any person convicted 
may be imprisoned in the City 
Jail until such fine is paid.

accompanied by a written report. 
In the atlas of drawings at 
least one small-scale map will be 
given. showing in outline on a 
single sheet the proposed general 
sewerage and drainage layout for 
the area hereinafter described. De- 
tailed maps will also be given, on 
the scale of 200 feet to the inch, 
upon which will be shown those 
sewers which are to be planned 
for future construction These 
large-scale sectional maps will 
show the locations, sizes, :srades, 
and elevations of ali new sewers 
planned ‘to be built, and any pro- 
posed connections with Sewers al- 
ready built, or proposed sewers 
now plannec but not built, togeth- 
er with such ground surface ele- 
vations as may be necessary to in- 
dicate the depth of the sewer at 
manholes and junction points. Pro- 
files will be included of all large 
trunk or outlet sewers or drains, 
Doth for the purpose of estimating 
more *losely the cost of these 
drains and also to show the depths 
of such sewers ald drains under 


railroads and higshways and in 
general througho.vt their entire 
jength Other appropriate draw- 


ings related to street drainage or 
showing various eppurtenances of 
the sewerage system will be in- 
eluded in the atlas, of which three 
blue print copies will be furnished 
to the City. The detailed maps 
on scale of 200 feet to the inch 
will be furnished on linen tracing 
cloth. 

The written report ‘will explain 
the comprehensive plar of sewer- 
age .and drainage and will de- 
seribe the loention and extent of 
the principal trunk or outlet sew- 
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ers contained in it, ,and will in- 
clude complete estimates of cost 
of all sewers. These estimates of 
cost will be given block by block, 
or item by iterm so that the total 
cost may be readily ass;mbled for 
any desired corahination of sewers 
intended to be built at any one 
time. These estimates of cost will 
be based upon frices of labor and 
materials prevailing during the 
working season of 1928. 

The engineering report and t‘las 
of drawings provided for in this 
Article will be of suitable form 
and character to be submitted to 
the State Health Departmen! as 
representing the general plana of 
sewerage proposed by the City 
for the approval of the _~ said 
State Health Department, fcr the 
area hereinbefore described To 
this end the City will furnish to 
the Engineers, raps of al) platted 
portions of the area, and any 
other maps now on file with the 
City that show the, locations and 
names of all streets and other 
public highways. 

he Engineers will alse prepare 
and furnish to the City at the 
time of delivery of the comprehen- 
sive sewerage plan, one set of gen- 
eral contract documents, carefully 
prepare for use in guiding the 
City in the preparation of contract 
documents for any portion of the 
work included in the sewerage 
Plan. This set of contract docu- 
ments will consist of the usual 
and customary formal A‘djvertise- 
ment Tnstruetions to Bidders, Form 
of Praposal, Contract. Bonds and 
Technical Specifizations. 

ARTICLE 2 TERMS OF PAY- 
MENT. And the said City agrees 
to pay the said Engineers for the 
foregoing services the lump sum 
of Seven Thousand Doltars ($7006) 
which sum shall become due and 
payable at the time of presenta- 
tion of the comprehensive plans 
and report, except that partial 
payments to the Engineers may 
he made upon evidence of satis- 
factory progress of the work.

Ald. L. J. Smith introduced the 
following ordinance which was 
read a first and second time by 
its title and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Ordinances:

The emis- 
sion of dense smoke or the in- 
gredients thereof as shajl be detri- 
mental to the public health and 
welfare, as herein defined, into 
the atmosphere, within or into the 
corporate limits of the City of 
Lansing, from any steam-roller, 
steam derrick, steam pile driver, 
steam shovel, tar kettle. asphalt 
kettle, or from any fuel or refuse 
burning devise, or from any build- 
ing or premises whatsoever, 18s 
hereby declared to be a nuisance 
and is prohibited. Provided, That 
the emission of dense smoke or 
the ingredients thereof for a period 
of twenty minutes in any one hour, 
once every twenty-four hours. 
when a new fire is being kindled. 
in or under a cold boiler. cold 
furnace or other device, shall not 
eonstitute a violation of this or- 
dinance, and provided that_ the 
emission of dense smoke and the 
ingredients thereof for a _ period 
aggregating nine minutes in any 
one hour and not exceeding two 
minutes -of continuous emission of 
such dense smoke or the ingredi- 
ents thereof, shall not constitute a 
violation of this ordinance. and 
provided turther, that the emission 
of a dense smoke of the ingredi- 
enis thereot from any locomotive 
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for a period aggregating twelve 
minutes in any one hour and not 
exceeding five minutes of continu-

Section 2.—Method ot WPDetermin- 
Ing Density of Smoke or the In- 
gredients Thereof Which Consti- 
tutes a Violation of This Ordin- 
ance for the purpose of deter- 
mining, by comparison, the degree 
Of darkness of smoke or the in- 
gredients thereof. which shall de- 
termine the density prohibited 
hereby. a color scale of measure- 
ment shail be, and the same is 
hereby adopted as follows One 
thiekness of grey glass of sufficient 
capicity to cut off sixty per cent 
of the ight from a flume having 
the lighting power of sixteen 
candles, shall be taken as the 
basis of said seale. and four thick- 


nesses of such glass shall be 
known and desiyznated as No. 1 
seale, The so-enlled “Standard 


Smoke Tester” ot “Umbrascope.” 
which complies with these require- 
ments, is hereby adopted as the 
standard measurement for eompar- 
iscn of the degree of darkness of 
smoke. Smoke of a greater de- 
rwree ot darkness than the No 1 
scxle shall be considered and held 
to he dense smoke and shall be 


designated as Ulegul smoke and 


in violation of the terms thereof. 


Seetion 3 Method of Enforce- 
ment: The enforcement of this 
ordinance shall be under the 
Primary jurisdiction of the Build- 
ing Imspeetor. who. or. his” renre- 
sentative duly appointed bv him. 
shall among his other duties. in- 
struct the people of the City of 
Lansing with regard to wavs and 
means whereby a violation of this 
ordinance may be avoided He 
shal] advise the public with reward 
to the properties ot fuel best 
adapted to the various eenditions 
and also advise the public with 
regard to various types of fuel 
burning apparatus. such as fturn- 
xees stokers, steamair iets, ¢tc., 
whieh in his opinion are hest suit- 
ed to the abatement of dense 
smeke and the ingredients thereof. 
Provided. however That he. sha'"l 
not recommend or. preseribe anv 
particular dealer or dealers in 
fuel or anv particular manufacturer 


or manufacturers’ agent furnish. 
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ing apparatus to be used in con- 
nection with the burning of fuel. 
He shail compile for the _ benefit 
of the people of the City of Lan- 
sing, ‘articles dealing with the 
abatement of dense smoke and the 
ingredients thereof and shall main- 
tain a file in his office which shall . 
be open to public inspection at all 
reasonable nours. He shall file and 
preserve for reference each and 
every case involving smoke abate- 
ment, which is haniled by the 
Building Inspector. 


Seetion 4. Advisory Board. The 
Mayor shall appoint an advisory 
buard v1 not less than three mem- 
bers, who shall assist the Building 
Inspector in rendering decisions on 
disputed questions of a_ technical 
nature arising under the provisions 
of this ordinance. This board 
sha}! be subject to the call of the 
l‘uilding Inspector when its as- 
‘sistance is deemed necessary by 
such department. The members of 
this board shall serve without pay 
and their term of uppointment 
shall be for a period of one year. 


Sectinn 5 Wo1king Code: The 
Buiiding Inspector shall formulate 
a Working Code to be known as 
“Rules and Regulations for Abate- 
ment of Smoke.” which code shall 
govern the operation or installation 
of apparatus to do with burning of 
-fuel. in sueh manner that the 
ahatement of dense smoke as here- 
in defined may he accomplished. 
Such Working Cade shall not con- 
> flict with the provision of this 
ordinance and shall'be published as 
a guide to the people of the City 
of Lansing. 


Section 6 Pennity for Violation: 
Any person, firm or corporation 
violating the provisions of this or- 
dinance shalt upon conviction 
thereof. be punished by a fine of 
not more than $50.00 or imprison- 
ment for a.period of not exceeding 
30 days, or both such fine and im- 
prisonment in the diseretion of the 
Court. Continuous violations ex- 
tending over a. seven day period 
shall be considered separate of- 
fénses for each seven day period.

An Ordinanee to regulate use by 
vehicles of the public highways 
within the City of Lansing and to 
repeal Ordinance No. 35, and other 
ordinances and. sections of ordi- 
nanees in conflict herewith and to 
provide penalties for violations 
hereof. 

Definitions 

Section 1.—Whenever in this or- 
dinanee the following terms are 
used they shall have the meaning 
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especially ascrib:d to them in this 
section. 

Street or Highway: Every way 
set apart for public travel except 
foot paths. 

Private Road or Driveway: Every 
road or driveway not open to the 
use of the publie for purpose of 
vehicle traffic. . 

Roadway: That purtion of the 
street o1 highway between the reg- 
ula:ly established curb line or that 
part devoted to vehicular traffic. 

Sidewalk: That portion of a 
street between the curb tine and 
the adjacent property = line. 

intersection: The areu embraced 
within the prolongation of the lat- 
erul curb line or if none then the 
lateral boundary tines of two or 
more streets or highways which 
join one another at an angle 
whether or not one such street 
or highway crosses the other. 

Crosswaik: That portion of a 
roadway ordinarily included within 
the prolongation of curb and prop- 
erty tines at intersections or any 
other portion of a roadway clearly 
indicated for pedestrian crossing 


‘by lines or other markings on the 


surface 

Safety Zone: .The area or space 
officially set apart within a road- 
way for the exclusive use of pe- 
destrians and which is protected or 
is so marked or indicated by uade- 
quate signs as to be plainly visi- 
ble at all times while set apart as 
a safety zone, 

Vehiele;s [cvery device in, upon, 
or by which, any person or traffic 
is or may be transported or drawn 
upon a public highway excepting 
devices moved by humsn power or 
used exciusively upon stationary 
rails or tracks. 

Motor Vehicle: Every vehicle as 
herein defined which is self pro- 
pelled 

Authorized EKmergency Vehicle: 
Vehieles ot the fire department, 
police . vehicles and such ambu- 
lanvees und emergency vehicles ot 
municipal departments or public 
service corporation as «are desig- 
nated or authorized by the traffic 
2ummission 

Pedestrian: Any person afoot. 

Operator; Any person who ts 
in actual physical controt ot #« 
vehicle. ta 

Parking: The standing of a vehi- 
cle whether occupied or not upon 
a roadway otherwise than tem- 
porarily for the purpose of and 
while actually engaged in loxding 
or unloading or in obedience of 
traffic regulation,’ or traffic signs 
or signals 

Official Traffic Signs and Sig- 
nals: Al) signs, marking devices 
and signais not inconsistent with 
this ordinance placed or erected by 
authority of «a public body or 
officiat having jurisdiction for the 
purpose of directing, Warning or 
regulating traffic. 
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Traffic Centrol signals: Any de- 
vice using culured lights or words 
Or any combination thereof wheth- 
er manually, electrically or me- 
chanically operated, by which traf- 
fic is authentically directed to stop 
and te proceed. 

Chief: Chief ot Potice, Marshall, 
Conimissioner of Police, Director of 
Traffic, or head of any police body 
or other properly constituted au- 
thority. 

Limit Limes: Chaik, paint, white- 
wash or similar lines marked on 
the pavement or sidewalk to indi- 
cate directions and regulations to 
oe observed by pedestrians and 
others 

All other terms which may be 
used in this ordinance and not 
herein specifically defined = shall 
have the same meaning as is given 
to such terms by the Michigan 
State Motor Vehiele Law. 


Authority of Voltice 


Section 2.—I1t shalf be the duty 
of the Police Department of this 
city to entoree the provisions of 
this ordinance. Officers ot the po 
lice department are hereby uuthor- 
ized to direct all traffic either in 
person or by Means of visible or aud- 
ible signal in conformation with the 
provisions of this ordinanee, Provid- 
ed, that in the event of a fire or 
other emergency or to expedite 
traffic or safeguard pedestrians 
officers oOo) the police or fire de- 
Partinents may direct traffic as 
conditions may require notwith-. 


standing the provisions of this. 


ordinance, 

section 3 —The Traffic (ommis- 
slon is hereby empowered to en- 
foree regulations ° necessary to 
make eftective the provisions of 
this ordinanee and to make and 
enforce temporary regulations, to 
“over emergencies or special con- 
ditions. 

Section 4.—It shall be unlawful 
for any person to refuse or fail 
to compiv with any lawful order, 
signal or direction of a police of- 
ficer. The provisions of this otdi- 
nance regulating the movement, 
parking and standing of vehictes 
shall not apply to authorized 
emergency vehicles as defined in 
this ordinanee while the driver .t 
such vehicie is operating the same 
in an emergency in the necessary 
performance of public duty. This 
exception shall not however protect 
the driver ot any such vehicle 
from the consequences of a. reck- 
less disregard for the safety of 
others. Every person propelling 
any pusheart, riding a bievele or 
an animal upon a roadway and 
every person driving an  animai 
shall be subject to the provisions 
of this ordinance appticable to the 
operator of any vehicle’ except 
those provisions of this ordinance 
with reference to the equipment of 
the vehic:e and except those pro- 
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visions which by their very nature 
can have no application. 


TRAFFIC SIGNS AND SIGNALS 


Section 4 (a)—The City Council 
shall by resolution determine and 
designate the character or type of 
all official -traffie signs and sig- 
nals, Subject to this selection, the 
Traffic Commission is hereby au- 
thorized and as to those signs und 
sighals reyuired hereunder, it shall 
be its duty to place and maintain 
or, cause to be placed and main- 
tained ali official traffic signs and 
signals. All signs and signals re- 
quired hereunder for a_ particular 
purpose snall so far as possible be 
uniform as to type and location 
throughout the city. 

Subdivision (b)—No provision of 
this ordinance for which signs are 
required shall be enforced against 
an alleged violator if at the time 
and place of the alleged violation 
the sign herein required is not in 
proper position and sufficiently 
legible to be seen by an ordinarily 
ohservant person, Whenever a par- 
ticular section does not state the 
sign required such section shall 
be vwffeetive without signs being 
erected to give notice thereof. 


Section 5.—It shall be unlawful 
tor any operator of any vehicle or 
for the motorman of any street 
car tuo disobey the instructions of 
any official traffic sign or signal 
placed in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this ordinance’ unless 
otherwise directed by a police offi- 
eer, 

Section 6.—Whenever traffic at 
an intersection is alternately di- 
rected to proceed and to stop by 
the use of signals exhibiting col- 
ored lights or the word “Go” and 
“Wait” said lights and terms shall 
indicate as follows exeept as pro- 
vided in section (a) “Green” or 
“Go” Traffic facing the signal may 
proceed except that vehicular traf- 
fic shall yield the right of way 
to pedestrians and vehicles lawful- 
ly within a eross walk or the 
intersection at the time such sig- 
nal was exhibited. (b) ‘Yellow’ or 
“Caution” when shown following 
the “Green” or ‘Go” Traffic fac- 
ing the signal shall stop. before 
entering the intersection unless so 
close to the intersection that a 
stop cannot be made safely. (c) 
“Red” or “Stop” Traffic facing the 
signal shall stop before entering 
the intersection and remain stand- 
ing until “Green” or “Go” is shown 
alone. 

Section 7.—It shall be unlawful 
for any person to place or main- 
tain or to display upon or in 
view of any street ‘anv unofficial 
sign signal or device which pur- 
ports to be or is an imitation of 
or resembles an _ official’ traffic 
sign or signal or which attempts 
to direct the movement of traffic 
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or which hides from. view any of- 
ficial traffic sign or signal. Every. 
such prohibited’ sign, signal or 
device in hereby declared to be a 
public nuisance and the Chief of 
Police is Hereby empowered to re- 
move the same or cause it to be 
removed without notice. 

Section 8.—It shall be unlawful 
for any person to wilfully deface, 
injure, move, obstruct or interfere 
with any offieial traffic sign or 
signal. 

Section %—The Traffic Commis-+ 
sion is hereby authorized to estab- 
lish and designate and thereafter 
maintain: or cause to be maintained 
appropriate devices or lines upon 
the surface of the roadway, cross- 
walks and intersections where in 
its opinion there is particular dan- 
ger to pedestrians crossing the 
roadway and at sueh other places 
as it may be necessary. 

Section 10.—Subdivision (an) The 
Traffic Commission is hereby em- 
powered to establish safety zones 
of such kind and character and at 
such places as it may deem nec- 
essary for the protection of pedes- 
trians. ‘ 

Subdivision (b) The Traffic Com- 

mission is also authorized to mark 
lanes for traffic on street pave- 
ment at such places as it may 
deem advisable consistent with the 
provisions of this oardinance.. 
_ Section tl—{na) It shall be un- 
lawful for the operator of any ve- 
hicle to make a left turn at any 
of the following intersections: Al- 
legan. Street at Washington Ave- 
nue, Ottawa Street at Washington 
Avenue, and Michigan Avenue at 
Washington Avenue. 

(b).It shall be unlawful for the 
operator of any vehicle to make a 
right turn. at the intersection of 
Michizan Avenue with Washington 
Avenue. 

Section 12—It. shall. be unlawful 
for the operator of any vehicle to 
make a “U’ turn on Washington 
Avenue between Shiawassee Street 
and Kalamazoo Street, both in- 
clusive. and on Michigan Avenue 
between Capitol] Avenue and the 
West side of Grand River Bridge. 

Section i3.—All vehicles ap- 
proaching a street on which street 
cars are operating shall come to a 
stop before crossing the _ tracks 
upon such street, p 

Whenever applicable the Police 
and Fire’ Board shal) erect or 
cause to be erected and maintained 
signs designating the provisions of 
the foregoing section. 

PEDESTRIAN RIGHTS AND 
DUTIES 

Section 14—(2) The operator of 
any vehicle: shall’ yield the right of 
way. to-a .pedestrian crossing the 
roadway with any marked cross- 
walk or withinany unmarked cross+ 
walk at the end of a block except 
at intersections. where the move- 
ment of traffic is being regulated 
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by. police officers or traffit con- 
trowed signals or at any, paint 
where pedestrians tunnels or over- 
head crossing has. been provided. 

Subdivision (b) When ever any 
vehicle has stopped at a marked 
cross walk or at any intersection 
to permit a pedestrian ta cross the 
roadway it shall be unlawful for 
the operator of any other vehicle 
approaching from the rear to over- 
take or pass such stopped vehicle. 

Subdivision, (ec) Every pedestrian 
crossing a roadway at any 
point ather than within marked 
or unmarked crosswalks shal] 
yield the right of way to vehicles 
upon a tvadway provided that this 
provision shall not relieve the 
driver of the vehicle of the duty 
to exercise due care for the safetv 
of pedestrians. 

Section 15.—It shall be unlawful 
for any pedestrian to cross a road- 
way or street against a “Red” or 
“Stop” signa’ at the following street 
intersections: viz. Ottawa with 
Washington Avenue, Allegan with 
Washington Avenue, Michigan Ave- 
nue with Washington Avenue, aud 
Michigan Avenue with Grand Ave- 
nue. Sich pedestrians shail not 
cross any of such streets except in 
a marked or unmarked crosswalk. 
A' pedestrian crossing or starting 
aeross tn any such crosswalk on a 
“Green” or “Go” signal shall have 
the right of way over alt vehicles 
including those making turns until 
such pedestrian hns reached the 
opposite curb or safety zone. And 
it shall be ‘untawtul for the opera- 
tor of any vehicle to fail to vield 
the right-of-way to any such ped- 
estrian. 

Section 16 —!It shal) he antawful 
for any. person to stand in a road- 
way for the purpose of soliciting a 
ride from the operator of any pri- 
vate vehicle. 


PRAFFIC REGULATION 

Seetlon 17.—Ali vehicies shall be 
driven on the streets of the City 
off Lansing at a reasonable rate of 
speed according to traffie cecondi- 
tions and in no evert shall exceed 
fifteen miles per hour in busines 
seetion or twenty mites per hour 
in residential districts. Provided 
that no vehicle shall be driven in 
an alley faster than ten miles 
per hour. 


RECKLESS DRIVING 


Section &—KReckless driving is 
defined as the operation of any ve- 
hicle on the publie highways in 
such a manner as to endanger the 
life or limb of any person or the 


-safety of any property. 


LEAVING SCENE OF ACCIDENT 
Section 19.—In case of an acci- 
dent to person or property upon 
any..publie highway. due to the 
operation of any vehicle, the per- 
son operating such vehicle = shail 
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stop and give such reasonable as- 
Sistance us- can be given. and shall 
upon request of the person in- 
jured ot any other person, pive 
such person his name and address 
and the number of his: operator's. 
license. If the operator of such 
vehiele is not the owner thereof, 
sxid operator shall give the name 
and address of the owner of such 
vehicle, together with the: regis- 
tered number thereof. 


GQPERATION OF VEHICLES UN- 
DER THE INFLUENCE OF - IN-. 
TOXMATING LIQUOR OR 
STUPEF YING, DRUGS 


Section 20.—-1t' shalt be unlawful 
for any person under the influence 
of intoxicating liquor or any stu- 
pefving drug to drive, operate or 
have in wharge any vehicle upon 
any pubtic highway. It shall alse 
be unlawtul fer the owner of any 
vehicle, or any person having such 
vehiele in charge or in control, to 
authorize or knowingly allow the 
same to be driven or operated bv 
anv person under the influence of 
intoxicating liuor, or any = stupe- 
fying drug, unon any public high- 
wey. . 

Section 2t.—(a) Any person vio- 
lating the provisions of the pro-. 
eeeding section of this ordinance, 
shall for the first offense be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and upon. con- 
vietion thereof, shall- be tiable to 
a fine of tot less. than Fifty Dol- 
lars ($5000) nor more than One 
Hundred Dollars ($10000) or toa 
imprisonment in the county jail tor 
uy term of not more: than 90 days, 


or both such fine and imprison- 
menf in the discretion of the 
Court. 

(bp Any person viotating the 


provisions of section 21 shall for a 
second .and subsequent offense be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
eonvielion thereof, shali be pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding Five 
Hundred Dollars ($500.00) and Pv. 
‘imprtsonment in the City ail, 
eaunty jail, or Detroit House of 
C‘arrectian not to exceed 90 davs. 


Section 22——-(n) Every motor ve- 
hiele operated -on the public high- 
way shall be eauipped with two 
white headlights of equal candle 
power, capable of elearly lighting 
the highway at tieast two hundred 
feet ahead Filectric headlights 
shall he equipped with either lens- 


es or othet device which will pre- . 
ar a dimming . 


vent elaring rays, 
Aevice whieh shall. diminish or 
diffuse the light se that it will 
not interfere with the vision of the 
operator of an approaching vehicle 
The electric headlight shall he 
dimmed on approaching another 
vehicle traveling in the opposite 
direction within «a reasonable dis- 
tanee’ Provided however. that mo- 
tor vehicles equipped with acetv- 
lene headlights shall be deemed to 
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have complied with the provisions 
of tttis uet, anything to the con- 
trary tuotwithstanding; when such 
headlights are fitted with six inch 
bright-- spherical mirrors, five- 
eights fuet' burners and clear plain 
glass fronts and* nothing herein 
contained shail be considered as 
prohibiting the use of acetylene 
lighting systems on motor vehic- 
les. Motor: vehicles and trailers 
shatl also Nave one rear red light 
Visible, when lighted, for two hun- 
dred feet beHind such vehicle. Mo- 
torevcltes shall be equipped with 
one headlight which shail be cap- 
able of clearly tighting the road- 
way at least two hundred feet 
ahead and a red light visible two 
hundred feet to the rear: 

(b) At night-time, any’ truck or 
trailer over five feet six inches in 
width, shail have a green light on 
the left side. 

(ve) One spot light may be used 
if placed riot higher than the cen- 
ter of the windshield and so ad+ 
justed that the rays are always 
directed dobwnward and directed to 
the right of sueh vehicle. 

(ad) All lights required by this 
section, except spot lights, shall 
be lighted’ while tHe vehicle is in 
operation upon the public highway 
from one hour after sunset to: one 
hour before sunrise, and at such 
times as atmospheric conditions 
make it neeessary. 

(e) While motor vehicles «are 
standing on the public highways 
in the night-time, they shall nave 
displayed towardi the front. two 
white lights and on the rear, one 
red light. provided; however, a 
parking light msy be used when 
mounted on the left rear fender 
of the motor vehicle showing a 
white tiseht towards the front and 
a red waining light ‘visible two 
hundred feet toward. the “ear. 

(f) All other vehicles except 48 
herein provided. shall have one 
white light visible at least one 
hundred feet from the front and 
rear. 

BRAKES ; 

Section wa.—-Every motor vehicle 
operated upon the putlic highway 
shall be provided with service and 
emerzenev brakes, each of which 
shall be capable of locking both 
rear wheels. 

WARNINGS 

Section 24.—-(a) All motor vehic- 
les shall be equipped with suitable 
devices for audible signals. 

(b) No exhaust whistle. siren or 
other warning device. similar to 
those used by fire and police ve- 
hicles, and no cutouts, shall be 
used hy any vehicle on the public 
highway. 

Section 25.—It shall be unlawful 
for any person to drive a vehicle 
aur of an. alley or driveway onto 
the street or highway without 
bringing such vehicle to a com- 
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Plete stop before driving same 
across the sidewalk or the cross- 
ing intersecting the entrance to 
said alley or driveway. 

Section 26.—It shali be deemed 
a violation of this ordinance for 
any person in charge or control 
of any vehicle to make, with such 
vehicle, or any device connected 
therewith. any excessive noise to 
annoy the public, or unnecessarily 
to race his motor while running 
idle, or to open the muffler on 
any vehicle, or to permit such ve- 
hicle or any device thereon to 
emit an unreasonable quantity of 
smoke, or noxious vases or vapor. 

Section 27.—(a) When vehicles 
approach an_ intersection of a 
street which is marked as an ex- 
tension of a State Trunk line 
highway and any other street at 
the same, time, the vehicle pro- 
ceeding on the street which Is an 
extension of a State Trunk line 
highway shal) have the right of 
way. 

(b) When vehicles approach an 
intersection of two or more streets 
other than extensions of State 
Trunk line highways at the same 
time, the vehicle approaching on 
the right of the driver shall have 
the right of way. 

(ec) When vehicies approach an 
intersection of two or more streets 
which are marked as extensions 
of State Trunk lines, at the same 
time. the vehicle appruoaching on 
the driver’s right, shall have the 
right of way; Provided, That the 
council may designate “Stop’ 
streets on which traffic shail have 
the right of way at ail intersec- 
tions except those of State Trunk 
line highways. 

KEEP TO RIGHT OF DIVIDED 

DRIVEWAYS 

Section 28.—On any avenue, 
street or boulevard divided longi- 
tudinaily by a parkway, walk, 
sunken way or viaduct, vehicles 
shall keep to the right of such 
division. 

STOP BEHIND STREET CARS 
LOADING OR UNLOADING 
—EXCHPTIONS 


(hb) When a. street car has 
stopped or is about to stop, for 
the purpose of taking on or dis- 
charging passengers, the driver of 
any vehicle which is being driven 
on the same. street and in the 
same direction as such street car, 
and which hus not yet passed all 
dvvrs of such street car, or cars, 
shail bring his vehicle to a com- 
plete stop and shall remain stand - 
ing until such street car has fin- 
ished ivading or unloading = its

Section 30.-- A driver ot a vehicle 
shall not turn to the left for the 
purpose ot leaving the street upon 
which his vehicle is proceeding 
unless, at the time, such vehicle 
ix as close to the center of the 
street as safety will permit. The 
driver of a vehicle shail not turn 
nor attempt to turn to the right 
for the purpose of leaving the 
street upon which he is proceeding 
uniess he is us close to the righf- 
hand «urb, as driving conditions 
will permit. 

STANDING VEHICLES, GIVE 

SIGNAL. 

Section 381.—-A  stunding vehicte 
about to start shall give moving 
vehicles the right of wav and the 
operator thereot shall give a 
timely and visible warning signal 
by extending the arm, as provided 
in the preeeding section, before so 
starting; no vehicle shall start or 
pull away from the curb while a 
street ear is passing abreast of 
such vehicle. 


PARADE OR PROCESSION 

Section 32.—(a) Permission for 
all parades must be obtained from 
the Chief or City Council and he 
or they may desizrate the routes

Section 47.—An official Tratfie 
Commission is hereby created for 
the City of Lansing to consist of 
the following officials: The Mayor 
of the City, and the Police and 
Fire Board. 

DUTIES OF SUCH COMMISSION 


Section 48.—(a) It shall be the 
duty of such tommission to en- 
force through the pwolice depart: 
ment the provisions of this ordi- 
nance, 

(by Such commision may appoint 
a traffic director and provide for 
a traffic bureau and outline the 
duties of each not’ inconsistent 
with the provisions of this ordi- 
nance. 

(ce) Such commission may make 
such rules and regulations as thev 
may deem advisable for the en- 
forcement of this ordinance and 
for the improvement of the traf- 
fic conditions of the City of Lan- 
sing. 

(d) Such commission may make 
such rules and regulations as to 
them may be deemed advisahle to 
regulate traffie of vehicles on 
the streets of the City of Lansing 
not ineonsistent with the pravis- 
totes hereof. To that end such 
commission may establish stop 
streets, create parking zones and 
establish parking limits on streets 
not included herein. 


qe) Such commission may  pro- 
vide the procedure whereby those 
who may violate the provisions 
hereof may have the option of 
paying into said traffie commis- 
sion or its duly constituted agent 
such amount as they may deem 
proper to compensate the city for 
such traffie violation, 


(f) Such Traffic Commission 
shall Keep a record of its tran- 
sactions and an account of all 
moneys received by it or its agents 
and such moneys shall be  de- 


posited with the City Treasurer 
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to the credit of the Contingent 
Fund of the City. 

‘(g) It shall be unlawful for any 
operator of any vehicle in the City 
of Lansing to violate any rule oF 
regulation of said traffic commis- 
sion and such person shall be _ sub- 
ject to the fines and penalties here- 
in provided for 

(h) It shall be the duty of such 
commission to give due notice by 
one publication in the daily pa- 
pers of the City of Lansing of any 
rule or regulation that they may 
promulgate for the improvement or 
regulation of traffic within the 
City of Lansing. 


PENALTIES AND 
MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS 


Section 49.—No person having 
control or charge of a motor ve- 
hicle shall allow sueh vehicle to 
stand on any. street unattended 
without first setting the brakes 
thereon and stopping the motor of 
said vehicle. And when standing 
on an up-grade without turning 
the wheels of such vehicle to the 
curb on the side of the street or 
highway. 

Section 50.—It shall be unlawful 
for the operator of any vehicle 
to drive the same when such vehi- 
ele is so loaded or there are in 
the front seat of such vehicle such 
number of persons as to obstruct 
the view of the operator to the 
front or side or to interfere with 
the operator’s control of the driv- 
ing mechanism of the vehicte. 

(b) It shall be unlawful for 
any passenger in a vehicle or 
street car to ride in such position 
as to interfere with the operator’s 
view ahead or to the side or to 
interfere with the operator’s con- 
trol] over the driving mechanism 
of the vehicle. 

Section 51.—Any person violating 
any of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance or any rule or regulation 
made by the Traffic Commission 
pursuant thereto shall be = guilty 
of a misdemeanor and upon convic- 
tion thereof shall]. be fined not more 
than $10000 or be imprisoned for 
a period not to exceed ninety days 
or both ‘ruch fine and imprison- 
ment in the discretion of the 
court. Provided that the provis- 
ions of this section shall not apply 
to any other seetion or sections of 
this ordinance ‘where a_ specific 
penalty is imposed. 


Section 52.—If any section, sub- 
section, sentence, clause or phrase 
of this ordinance is for any reason 
held to be unconstitutional or con- 
trary to the laws of the state 
such decision shall not effect the 
validity of the remaining portion 
of this ordinance. ie 

Section 53.—Ordinance No. 35, is 
hereby iepealed, and all ordinances 
or parts of ordinances in conflict 
with or inconsistent with-the pro- 
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visions of this ordinance are here- 
by repexled except that this repeal 
shall not effect or prevent the 
prosecution or punishment of any 
person for any act, done or, com- 
mitted in violation of any * ordi- 
nance hereby repealed prior to the 
taking effect of this ordinance.

ORDINANCES 

The following ordinance was 
introduced by Ald. Corbett, reud a 
first and second time by its title 
and referred to the Committee on 
Ordinances. 

An Ordinance to license billiard 
tables, poo] tables, bagatelle tables, 
pigeonhole tables and bowling al- 
leys and regulate the location and 
use thereof. 

The City of Lansing Ordains: 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful 
for any person or persons, firm or 
corporation to keep for hire any 
billiard table, ‘pool table, bagatelle 
table. pigeonhole table or bowling 
alley within the limits of the City 
of Lansing without first obtaining 
xu lieense therefor’ as hereinafter 
provided. 


Section 2. Befure any license 
under this ordinance shall be grant- 
ed application therefor’ shall be 
made in writing to the City Clerk. 
Such application shall give’ the 
name of the person, persons, firm, 
or corporation applying for such 
license, the place o1 location of the 
premises, in which said business is 
to be established, the number of 
tubles or bowling alleys to be in- 
stalled, the citizenship of the 
parties or officers, if a corporation, 
and at least five references as to 
good citizenship. At the time of 
making such application said appli- 
cant shall pay to the City Clerk 
the sum of three ($3.00) dollars 
for one table or bowling alley to 
be kept, operated, or maintained, 
and the sum of one ($1.00) dollar 
for each additional table or bowl- 
ing alley for which application is 
made. No license hereunder shall 
be issued by the City Clerk unttl 
the application therefor shall have 
been approved by ‘the Chief of 
Police and the City (Council. The 
City Council hereby reserves to it- 
self the right to refuse to grant 
any license to any applicant if in 
its judgment the granting of such 
license would be detrimental to the 
‘best interests of the city. 


Section 8. This ordinance shall 
not apply to. pool tables, billiard 
tubles, brgatelle tables. pigeonhme 
tables. or bowling: alleys kept in 
the home, clubhouse or lodge 
rooms of any legally incorporated 
association, organization or society, 
the use of which is. confined or 
limited to the family and members 
only of said associatton, organiza- 
tion or ‘oa ation’ 

Section 4. It shall be unlawful 
for any person or persons, firm or 
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corporation to keep or operate: for 
hire any billiard table, pool table, 
bagatelle table, pigeonhole. tabte, 
or bowling alley in the City of 
Lansing except within the fire 
limits as now prescribed or _ as 
may hereafter be prescribed 
by ordinance, and no. ticense shall 
be .granted'to keep. cr operate any 
such table or bowling alley except 
within the limits’ aforesaid. 

Section 5 It shall be unlawful 
for any person or persons, firm or 
corporation, to keep or operate for 
hire any billard table, pool table, 
bagatelle table, or pigeonhole table 
in' the City of Lansing except on 
thé first or main floor of the build- 
ing wherein such business is to be 
so conducted or. operated: And no 
license shall be granted to Keep or 
operate any such-tables except as 
herein stated. Provided, however, 
that the council may grant a re- 
newal of a license to any such 
husiness ‘that is in operation at 
the time this ordinance becomes ef- 
fective. 


Section 6. Every person or per- 
sons or any officer of a corpora- 
tion who. shall make application to 
engage in the business of Keeping, 
maintaining or operating any. bil- 
liard table, pool table, hagatelle 
table, pigeonhole table or bowling 
alley required to be licensed under 
the terms of this ordinance shall 
be a citizen of'the United States 
and a resident of the State of 
Michigan. 


Section 7. All rooms or places 
wherein any hilliard tables, pool 
tables, bagatelle tables... pigeonhole 
tables or bowling alleys are kept 
for hire and all vooms*“used'in con- 
nection therewith or opening into 
the same shall be closed on the 
first dav of the week, commonly 
ealled Sunday, and on other days 
of the week from and after the 
heur of 12°00 o’eclock p, m. until 
7:00 o’clock a. m. of the succeeding 
day. excepting that in all cases 
where 4 cigar store, news stand or 
other business is conducted in con- 
nection with such playing room or 
rooms or places, the room or place 
where such eigar store or news 
stand or other business is conduct- 
ed may remain open: Provided, 
that all such pool tables. billiard 
tables, bagzutelle tables and pigeon- 
hole tables shail be covered in 
such manner as to prevent. play 
thereon during the hours such play 
is prohibited under the terms of 
this . ordinance. 
that no card game, dice game, or 
other game of chance shall be 
played wr. permitted to be played 
in such playing rooms or places or 
in rooms or places used in ecpn- 


nection therewith during the hours - 


that billiard, pool and other games 
are prohibited under the terms of 
this ordinance.

who is in control of any building. 


where such tables or bowling al- 
leys are operate1 and maintained 
to place or allow to be placed any 
furniture, posters or any other 
article or material in or on any 
window or in any other place 
whereby the view of any person 
from the street of the vlace where 
such ‘tables or bowling alleys are 
being: operated is obstructed. or 
materially interferred with. 

Section 9. Any person or per- 


sons violating the provisions: of this. 


ordinance shall, upon first convic- 
tion thereof, be punished by a fine 
not exceeding fifty ($50.00) dollars 
and the cost of prosecutton or by 
imprisorment in the city peni- 
tentiary not exceeding ninety days, 
or both such . fir:e-and: imprisonment 
in the discretien. of the: court. [n 
default of the payment of such 
fine’ such person or persons shall 
be imprisoned in the city peni- 
tentiary for. such period. as the 
court may fix,. not exceeding ninety 
days in all.. 


In the event that any licensee . 


hereunder shall be 9a second time 
convicted of violation: of the pro- 
visions: of this ordinance or of an 
ordinance entitled ‘An ordinance to 
preserve the peace and good order 
of the City of Lansing,’ passed 
January 17. 1916, and amenJments 
thereto; shall upon. second. convic- 
tion forfeit any and all rights or 
privileges granted or conferred by 
any: license issued by virtue of this 
ordinance.
